Planting Bulbs: f 


‘Fall is the time to plant many 
of the flower bulbs which ‘you 
hope to have bloom next sum- 
mer. The most common of these 
are Tulips, Narcissi and Sceillas. 
Single early Tulips should be 
planted 4 to 6 inches deep. Taller 
species such as the Darwins 
should be 6 to 8 inches deep. 
Narcissi are planted 8 to 11 im- 
ches deep. The bulbs should be 
well framed in and covered wita 
a mulch of straw after. “the 
ground freezes.

Take Care of Livestock:

To avoid unnecessary hazards 
during the rest of the winter 
heating deason Saskatchewan 
householders have been urged to 
have heating systems checked 
and repaired ty qualified sérvice- 
men if this has not been done. 
‘H. R, Lester, natural gas distri- 
bution superintendent for the Sas- 
katchewan Power Corporation, 
said recently this is important for 
all types of heating systems, in- 
cluding natural gas units. Any 
mechanical fault or obstruction in 
any heating unit will impair its 
efficiency and cause unnecessary 
problems, he pointed out. 


“All approved .types of heating 
units have certain design specifica- 
tions, which must not only be met 
on installation but maintained 
throughout their operation if they 
are to remain fully efficient,” Mr. 
Lester said. 


“As far as natural gas units 
are concerned, every one is com- 
pletely and carefully inspected 
after installation, and our service 
crews are available on call there- 
after. However, as with other 


types of furnaces, all householders |, 


should have. heating systems 
checked periodically, and in at- 
tending to this there are several 
steps which they can undertake 
themselves. 
Simple checks 

“These include making simple 
checks of the motor, pilot flame, 
burner throat, fan and fan belt, 
filter, humidifier, chimney, and 
overall action of the furnace, Mak- 
ing these checks yourself can give 
you a fair idea of what servicing 


may be needed, and enable you, if | 


yours is a gas furnace to call an 
SPC serviceman when required.”

GREATER FIRE PRECAUTIONS 


Innisfail, Alta.—Are you aiding and abetting a fire 
hazard at your place of business, in ‘your home or on your 
farm? Could your premises take a rigid inspection for 
fire safety and come through with a better than “passing 


mark’’? 


If you can answer both of these questions with a 
loud honest “yes” there is no reason for you reading. any: 
further. However, if your answer is a meek “no”, then it 
is time that you swung into action. ; 
Each owner of property, and each renter several 
times each year should take a few minutes to inspect his 
premises for fire safety. Checking of pipes, wiring, heat- 
ing equipment, electric motors and other things are of 


top importance. 


An inspection of your premises for fire safety now 
can easily save costly damage in the months ahead.

ace motor for lubrication instruc- 
tions, finding out what to do if it 
does not happen to be a perman- 
ently lubricated type. Checking 
the size anc texture of the pilot 
flame, and the flame at the burner, 
would also reveal any change from 
normal and thus any need for ser- 
vicing. Fan bearings could be 
checked to see if they needed lub- 
rication and the fan belt inspected 
for any sign of strain or wear 
which might call for adjustment 
or replacement. 

Filters could readily be checked 
and cleaned or replaced and the 
humidifier inspected for leaks or 
scale accumulation which would 
prevent it from working properly. 
Possibility of any chimney block- 
age should also be checked and 
in many iuStances this can be 
done by holding a mirror in the 
chimney cleanout at an angle 
which would permit sighting up 
the chimney, General action of the 
furnace could be tested by turning 
up the thermostat and watching 
the unit ‘n operation for a short 
time, when any irregularities 
should be readily noticeable. 

However, the customer should 
not hesitate about calling the SPC 
serviceman or his own equipment 
supplier or repairman, if he has 
any difficulty in making checks, 
or if he suspects.or discovers any 
faults. Mr. Lester said 4 complete 
check should be made at least 
once a year, and preferably before 
the winter heating reason. 

Emphasizing the importance of 
a thorough pre-heating season 
check, Mr. Lester referred to two 
recent heating system difficulties,. 
both encountered in .Saskatoon. 
In one instance, a gap which had 
developed: in the heat exchanger 
of a furnace installed several years 
ago had resulted in incomplete 
combustion and subsequent escape 
of, carbon monoxide fumes into

heating ducts causing residents of 
the house to become ill. In another 
home, a chimney blocked by bird's 
nests resulted in a buildup of car- 
bon monoxide fumes which also 
caused discomfort to the residents. 

Although both incidents ocurr- 
ed in homes which had natural 
gas furnaces, Mr. Lester pointed 
out that natural] gas itself was not 
responsible for these difficulties, 
and that exactly the same thing 
would have happened with a de- 
fective furnace or chimney in a 
coal or oil operated system. 
Real problem 

The real problem in such cases, 
he said, regardless of the type of 


any faults could under certain 
conditions produce or concentrate 
volumes -of carbon munoxide. This 
is a product which may be present 
to some degree in burning any 
fuel, but is reduced below harm- 
ful levels or completely eliminated 
when combustion conditions are 
efficient, However, it is more like- 
ly to be present if a heating unit 
is operating with a faulty com- 
bustion chamber or faulty venting. 

Mr. Lester emphasized that car- 


bon monoxide is a poisonous gas} 


while natural gas is not. While a 
concentration of as little as one- 
half of one percent of carbon mon- 
oxide would causé death if breath- 


room, even as much ds 50 percent 
concentration of natural gas under 
similar circumstances would have 
no ill effects,

Figures for fire losses for 
the year ending December 
31, 1958, were released to- 
day by Mr. Williams. 

“Deaths in Saskatche- 
wan resulting from firés to- 
talled 34 — six more than 
the 10 year average of 28 fa- 
talities. Twenty children, four 
women, and 10 mén‘-died be- 
cause of fires during this 
period,’ he said. 

Property losses of $3,- 
980,047 for this period, show- 
ed a sharp increase of 9.3 
percent over the previous 
year. These losses resulted 
from 2,215 reported fires — 


which represents a 25 percent incréase over those reported 


in 1957. . 


The careless handling of flammable liquids resulted 
in injuries to 39 persons. Despite the warnings through 
press, radio, and TV, people continue to use gasoline as a

cleaning fluid, and a quickener of fires. 


“I cannot emphasize too strongly that gasoline is for 
driving cars or trucks — not for cleaninv clothes or floors, 


or starting stove fires," the minister pointed out. 


“We are fortunate in Saskatchewan in haying one of 
the lower fire losses across Canada,” he said, “but if we 
are to maintain this record our citizens will have to show a 
greater interest in eliminating hazards around the home. 
Reports consistently show that residential fires account for 


over 80 percent of the total reported.” 


On the eve of Fire Prevention Week a concentrated ef- 
fort is planned to draw attention to: the numerous fire 
hazards in the home. “The general public must be more 
aware of these dangers which often result in injury and 


tragedy,”’ said Mr. Williams. 


“I would urge that all citizens think about the conse- 
quences of careless fire habits, and teach their children the 
fundamentals of fire prevention and safety rules in the 


home.” 


With co-operation of citizens in teaching and setting a 
good example, I am sure that we can make the home a 
safer place to live in,” the minister concluded, “and that 
we can be successful in reducing the fire loss and the num- 


ber of deaths by fire during the coming year.”

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News Report 
From Edmonton

EDMONTON — Hasty obser- 
vation on return to Alberta after 
two weeks in warmer climes: 

It’s cold. 

Not only that, but an unco-op- 
erative weatherman has _ dealt 
one of’ the heaviest blows in 
years to the province’s farmers, 
according to reports compiled 
by the Alberta agriculture de- 
partment. 

Last week nearly 60 per cent 
of the wheat crop was still to be 
harvested. The Alberta Wheat 
Pool said continuing wet and 
cold weather has made the situ- 
ation critical. _ 

As the blizzard raged, worried 
farmers were kept off the land 
where only 36 per cent of the 
oats, 53 per cent of the barley, 
81 per cent of rye and 36 percent 
of flax crops were harvested. 

The situation is the worst 
since 1954. Not since 1951 have 
farmers faced the prospect of 
having to let crops lie in the 
fields all winter. 

The early arrival of winter al- 
so brought new headaches to Al- 
berta roadbuilders, as if they 
hadn’t had enough already, what 
with wet weather keeping crews 
idle during much of the construc- 
tion season. 

Highways Minister Gordon 
Taylor admitted last week that 
the heavy snowfall throughout 
most of the province had just 
about delivered the death blow 
to his record construction pro- 
gram and that ‘there was no hope 
of completing it this year. 

He said there’s an_ outside 
chance this year’s grading work 
may be completed if the weather 
clears, but asphalt surfacing and 
stabilized gravel base course 
work have all but stopped. This 
year’s road program was to have 
been the biggest on. record in 
Alberta, but from the outset it 
was plagued by work stoppages 
and lost shifts brought on by 
bad weather. 

At week’s end the only happy 
people were duck hunters who 
felt the cold weather and swirl- 
ing snow would be just right to 
make the ducks fly down the old 
gun barrel. 


ARRIVAL OF WINTER coin- 
cided with a_ government re- 
minder to municipalities that 
the winter works éncouragement 
program willbe starting again 
this year, on Dec. 1. 

Under the program, federal 
and provincial governments en- 
couragé municipalities to under- 
take special winter’ works pro- 
jects by paying 75 per cent of 
labor costs.

The idea is to 
stimulate winter employment.

Farm Credit Act 
Proclaimed 


OTTAWA, Oct. 13, 1959 — Ca- 
nada’s new Farm Credit Act, pas- 
sed by Parliament during the 
last Session, went into effect 
Monday, October 5, the Hon. 
Douglas S. Harknéss, Minister of 
Agriculture, announced. - 

The‘ Act will succeed the Ca- 
nadian Farm Loan Act, and all 
assets and responsibilities of the 
Canadian Farm Loan Board will 
be taken over by the new Farm 
Credit Corporation: 

Under the new farm credit 
system, up to $20,000 in loans 
will be made available instead 
of the previous maximum of 
$15,000, for the purchase of a 
farm or farm improvement. In- 
terest.on the loans has been fix- 
ed at 5 per cent to make it more 
equitable to borrowers than a 
fluctuating rate. 

Further, provisions are now 
more flexibile. For example, a 
loan.can be based on 75 per cent 
of the appraised value of the 
farm instead of 65 per cent. 

Tailored to meet the needs of 
the younger farmer, a new type 
of assistance — the supervised 
loan — can be made to appli- 
cants between 21 and 45 years, 
to allow them to set up an eco- 
nomical farm unit. This type of 
loan may be as. high as 75 per 
cent of the appraised value of 
the farm and chattels, but may 
not exceed $27,500.

By Mr. W. J. Carson, Provincial Fire Commissioner 


From January ist to December} cautions for all 
31st, 1958, it is noted that there 
were 34 deaths by fire—10 men, 
four women, and 20 children. Of 


these, 10 lost their life through 
careless use of flammable liquids. 
This amounts to 20% of the total 
fatalities which is an averagé per- 


centage that holds true practically ! 


every year over a 10 year period, 
and is generally the result of at- 
temping to quicken fires by the 
use of coal oil, gasoline ,solvent or 
even lubricating oils, or by dry 
cleaning clothes, cleaning floors or 
automobile parts with gasoline. In 
reports from investigators of these 
fires, we find such statements as 
‘Died as a result of burns caused 
by an explosion when a child at- 
tempted to pour kerosene on the 
fire’. Another, ‘Died as a result of 
a fire that destroyed a farm home 
when a mother who was cleaning 
clothes with gasoline left the pan 
of gasoline on the stove’ etc. Prac- 
tically all lives lost in fires in Sas- 
katchewan, are lost in home fires, 
and in Saskatchewan alone there 
were 1,370 dwelling fires. Home

Provide adequate clear- 
ance from combustible material. 
Clearance requirements vary for 
different types of appliances but 
in general clearances of at least

should be kept a safe distance 
from heating devices — that of 
course includes drying launndry in 
the kitchen. , 

Location of appliances out of 
normal travel routes to doorways 
will permit safe exits of occupants 
in case of fire,
